rian McNeil attributes his earning a 

spot as a National Merit Scholarship 

semi-finalist to his special talent: 

doing Well on multiple choice 
questions. 

“Pm definitely a good test taker.” the East 
Jordan High School senior said matter-of- 
factly. 

His score on the PSAT — a practice test for 
the required SAT for college-bound students — 
in the fall of his junior year was what automati- 
cally qualified him as a scholarship finalist. He 
is now one of 16.000 students competing for 
7,600 Merit Scholarship awards worth over $28 
million. 

Always a 4.0 student — except for in 
elementary school when he once received a B+ 
—- he doesn’t think tests necessarily determine 
a person's intelligence. 

“Besides school, I have no benchmark of 
determining if I'm smart or not,” he said, 
noting that his stint as a busboy offered no 
intellectual challenge and no indicator of his 
brain power. 

His scores on the ACT — another test 
required for college — and the SAT landed him 


A talent for test taking 
and a drive for success 


in the upper 90th percentile among test takers. 
He also took the ACT as a seventh grader, 
scoring in the lower 90th percentile at that time 

“My mother always bugged me to prepare.” 
he said of testing. 

He never did. saying it is against his 
principles because they are supposed to test a 
person's reasoning ability. To try to “cram and 
beat the test” was always out of the question, 

“Ed rather it be an honest predictor of what 
!can do.” he said. 

What this latest series of tests has attempted 
to predict is how successful he will be as a 
student at a higher learning institution. 

“TL know colleges tend to think that people 
who score well on tests will do well in col- 
lege.” he said. He agrees. 

But he notes that testing can’t account for 
several other variables such as things like the 
drive to succeed or the ability to communicate. 

He had an opportunity to discuss “drive” in 
the finalist’s portion of the National Merit 
Scholarship contest. 

Asked to describe himself in 500 words, he 
focused on how it was his drive and determina- 
tion which set him apart from others in an area

UP THE PAST FOR 
A BETTER FUTURE 


oyne USA Resorts’ recent acquisition of a dredge was a 
Jast resort. of sorts, for returning at least a portion of the 
Boyne River back to a more natural state. 

The specially-made machine has been operating for 
about a month on an 80-acre pond east of Dam Road. owned by the 
resort. Which flows into the hydrodam. It sucks up sludge from the 
river’s bottom and pumps it out through a pipeline onto dry land. 

Years of erosion from banks and road crossings has made the 
river shallow and subsequently warmed the waters, damaging the 
fish habitat and ecosystem, AT its deepest. the water reaches from 16 
to 18 feet but at its lowest points, large areas measure only four to 


It was “Everett's love for the river” which was the catalyst for 
purchasing the machine, said Boyne’s General Area Manager Ed 
Grice of resort founder Everett Kircher. an avid fly fisherman. 

Magnificent autumn views surround dredge operator Ed Moyer 
from inside the machine’s cab. He frequently catches glimpses of 
three eagles that nest in the area and a great blue heron is a regular 


“You can see why he (Kircher) wanted to make sure it stays this 


It's a slow, but steady process to rid the pond’s bottom of several 
feetor sediment accumulation. Moyer has worked for about a 
month, maneuvering the auger through the water, digging out, for 
example. three-foot shallows into 10 and 15-foot deep areas, 

He covers from 50 to E50 square feet a day and probably less 
than an acre has been dredged so far. “Tt depends on what's down 
there. log. stone, whatever.” Moyer said.

Closing the book on the season

Preparing for the winter months is. Linust 
admit. not something f look forward to. H's a tot 
of work, and there’s no immediate reward, other 
than the satisfaction of Knowing that, come 
spring, everything will be ready for you to jump 
night into the new growing season. And that. alas. 
must be Motivation enough. 

One of the first things to dois plant mainte- 
nance. Pull annuals as they go. and as hard frosts 
begin to bite the perennials (most of mine are 
already showing signs of 11), cut the stems back 
about one to two inches trom the ground. It 
generally wont hurt them to leave the dead 
foliage intact unul spring, but its a mess to deal 
with in April. and makes ita lot harder to sort out 
new growth when it begins. 

Also, many people swear by mulching to 
protect the stil-hving roots lying dormant 
underground. My gardening experience belore 
this season here in Northern Michigan consisted 
of four winters in north central Wisconsin, where 
winters were colder. with heavier but less 
frequent snowfalls. I did not mulch my perenni- 
aly there, counting on the snow cover to protect 
the ground around them from damaging mid- 
season thaws, and everything survived just fine. 
But. if you want to play it safe, once the ground ts 
on its way to being good and trozen, cover your 
plants with a light material such as pine needles, 
pine boughs, straw, or grass clippings: remember. 
these will need to be removed when things start to 
warm up in the spring. to allow for that much- 
anticipated new growth.

Closing the book on this gardening season, 
you may even be relieved. by now, to have some 
time away from weeding and watering and all 
those other extra chores a successful garden 
requires. And when all is said and done, each 
season holds a joy all its own. Enjoy the color 
and festivity that fall brings, and the restfulness of 
winter.

New regulations in place 
g and feeding 


for deer baitin 


The opening of archery deer hunt- 
ing season this month brings new 
regulations for deer and elk “baiting” 
and “feeding” from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR). 

The changes were set forth more 
than a month ago, after bovine tuber- 
culosis (TB) was found in a white- 
tail deer herd in northeast Michigan, 
east of I-75 and north of M-55, 

The disease is passed through 
nose-to-nose contact between deer, 
and is suspected, though not con- 
firmed, to have been passed between 
cattle and deer rubbing noses in feed 
piles. 

Part of the TB management plan 
in northeast Michigan was to greatly 
reduce the deer herd through banning 
baiting and feeding completely. Be- 
cause more deer live in the area than 
natural food sources, numbers will 
naturally die off. 

“We need to get back to where it 
used to be that Mother Nature said 
this is how many deer there are and 
how much food there should be,” Lt. 
Jeffery Pendergraff said. 

By continuing to feed deer 
throughout the winter, the weak and 
sick that would normally die off sur- 
vive. “We're not letting nature take 
its Course and now we have discase,” 
Pendergraff said. 

Though Pendergraff said there 
was a high compliance rate with 
regulations last year, there will still 
be those found violating the rules. 

The DNR’s first priority is edu- 
cation, not prosecution, but those 
found not complying could be fined 
up to $500 and serve up to 90 days 
in jail. 

Pendergraff warns that private 
property owners aren't shielded from 
detection cither. 

Last year, neighbors and hunters 
reported bait piles on private prop- 
erty to the DNR. Pendergraff expects 
the same response this year.

Silt and water is pumped 
through a pipeline which runs from 
the rear of the dredge, up the 
hillside into a retention pond. The 
water filters back through the 
ground into aquifers, but the sand 
and silt remain up top. Once the 
project is complete, the rich soil 
left behind at the retention pond 
area will be seeded. 

Boyne employee Matt 
Argetsinger assists the process by 
pulling stumps, limbs, roots and 
other debris from the water 
unearthed during the digging, and 
hauling them to shore. 

The resort had dredged a portion 
of the pond about five years ago. 
The cost for that work was a ° 
catalyst for buying its own ma- 
chine. 

Called a Baracuda, the dredge 
was manufactured for the resort by 
a company out of Louisiana. Even 
though it pumps 1,200 to 1,500 


In addition to routine DNR 
checks, aerial surveillance will be 
used to spot illegal baiting and feed- 
ing. 

Furthermore, Pendergraff warns 
that killing a deer over an illegal bait 
pile could result in severe penalties 
of five to 90 days in jail, a $1,000 
reimbursement cost to the state for 
the deer, a fine of $200 to $1000, loss 
of hunting privileges for four years 
and the loss of firearms. 

“It’s going to take a couple of 
years for people to change their meth- 
ods of hunting,” Pendergraff said. 


BAITING VERSUS FEEDING 

Baiting is putting out food mate- 
rials for deer to attract, lure, or en- 
tice them as an aid in hunting. A per- 
son baiting deer must comply with 
the baiting regulations. 

Feeding is placing food materials 
out that attract deer for any other rea- 
son such as for recreational viewing 
purposes or for supplemental feed- 
ing. Regulations must be followed for 
both types of feeding. 

There is a total ban on baiting and 
feeding deer in the Bovine Tubercu- 
losis Management Area (north of M- 
55 and east of I-75 which includes 
Deer Management Units 452, 034, 
054, 076, 099, 100 and 101). 


BAITING REGULATIONS 

In the remainder of the state, out- 
side the Tuberculosis Management 
Area: 

* Baiting is only legal from Oct. 
1 through Dec. 15. 

* You can use any type of food 
material except salt or mineral 
blocks. 

* The bait must be scattered di- 
rectly on the ground by the person 
doing the baiting. 

¢ The bait must be manually 
spread. Feeders of any kind, includ- 
ing but not limited to spincast-type 
feeders and livestock/poultry-type 


Physically, probably the team’s 
biggest runner, he said it’s in 
situations like this where “you have 
to willingly and actively” set 
yourself apart.

gallons of sand and silt per minute, 
it doesn’t muddy the surrounding 
waters in the process. 

Grice said the dredging will 
continue until it’s too cold this year 
and will probably be completed at 
the end of next summer. 

The dredge could see the bottom 
of a mill pond further downstream 
as well. 

“We're hoping that when it’s 
available we'll have enough money 
to pay for the operation of the 
dredge and to clean out the Mill 
Pond in Boyne City,” said Friends 
of the Boyne River president Tom 
Sheets. 

Like the resort’s pond, the Mill 
Pond is shallow and warm from 
years of erosion as well. 

The dredged materials would 
probably be spread on what could 
be called Mill Pond Park on the 
pond’s north shore, which could be 
the trail head for a nature trail 
along the river. 

“That’s our vision,” Sheets said.

“Growing up as a child, my 
mother was a registered nurse work- 
ing in hospitals and nursing homes, 
My grandfather moved into our home 
when I was about five years old and 
lived with us until he died. After that 
my mother knew of people who 
couldn’t live alone anymore and 
gradually we turned into a family 
adult foster care,” recalled Rose 
Entriken. 


In August, Entriken opened her 


own state licensed adult foster care 
home, Avalanche Park AFC, in 
Boyne City and currently has room 
for four more residents. 

“T certainly know what's re- 
quired,” Entriken said. 

Her mother's first foster care 
home turned into a group home to 
accommodate about 30 residents. Her 
mother then purchased a motel and 
remodeled it into another group home 
for which Entriken did the cooking, 
cleaning, bathing, shopping and pass- 
ing out of their medications. There 
were doctor's appointments, shop- 
ping and other outings as well. 

“My mother showed me all the 
things that were required to run an 
AFC Care Facility,” Entriken said. 

Entriken has also worked at hos- 
pitals and nursing homes as a nurses 
aide, in housekeeping, and in cook- 
ing and nutrition where she learned 
to cook for special and regular diets.

Entriken’s newly built modular 
home on Wilson Street near Ava- 
lanche Park, can house up to five resi- 
dents. Entriken lives there as well. 

The home is for elderly who are 
mobile, but who are no longer able 
to do such things as cook, bathe 
themselves, safely administer their 
own medications, keep house and do 
laundry. It is for folks who do not 
need the full-time medical services 


offered at nursing facilities. 

She describes Avalanche Park 
AFC as a Christian home, saying “it’s 
not for the money, it’s for serving the 
needy and the elderly.” 

In addition to performing house- 
hold chores, bathing and cooking, 
Entriken aims to offer a nurturing 
home where residents feel like fam- 
ily. “pampered and special.”

Entriken also describes including 
residents in social events and encour- 
aging them to get involved in any 
other activities that interest them, in 
nature, walking “and enjoying the 
little things in life that enrich us and 
give us a purpose to go on day to 
day.” 

“They treat you good,” said the 
home’s first resident, Merla Vought. 
“J’m going to lose my girlish figure,” 
she jokes of the cooking. 

The house is decorated with an 
open floor plan, three resident bed- 
rooms, and a homey decor. Families 
will be encouraged to visit often and 
Entriken’s own family will be part of 
the picture. 

“My children and grandchildren 
will visit and help me around them 
and make them feel like they are a 
part of life going on around them,” 
she said. 

“We have lots of love to give them 
and lots of room to receive their need 
to belong and give whatever they 
want to give in return -— enrich their 
lives and ours,” Entriken said.
